that Mrs. Sophie W Farnham , the 
widow, aroused residents of

to the aid 
of Mrs 
Marie 
Tres-lar 
and her 
two children, 
Donna, ll and Thomas. 6 
Healey said when the Tresslars 
found 
their 
escape 
blocked by 
flames on the first floor, 
Mrs. 
Farnham led them out a 
second 
story window, across the roof of 
two adjacent buildings and then 
down to safety. 
“She undoubtedly saved the lives 
of the Tresslars and the other resi­ 
dents.’' Healey said. 
In another fire near Reading, 42 
children 
were 
led 
to safety by 
their teacher when fire gutted 
the 
one-room 
Trestle 
Grade 
School 
Friday. 
The Carbondale fire, worst 
in 
the city’s 103-year history, destroy­ 
ed 29 business establishments and 
at 
least two others 
were badly 
damaged. 
More than 225 firemen from C ar­ 
bondale and surrounding com muni­ 
ties battled the blaze which still 
was burning this morning but was 
“ under control.” 
Although 
40 persons were left [ 
homeless 
here, 
there were 
no 
deaths 
and only 
seven persons 
were treated for minor injuries at 
Carbondale HosDital and released.! 
The Carbondale fire was brought 
under control the first tim e a few 
hours lifter it broke out 
Friday 
but erupted 
again late in the day. 
Seventy families totaling nearly 
300 persons were left homeless at 
Shenandoah where another million 
dollar fire leveled 
a city block. 
Scores of other families were evac­ 
uated in the freezing weather from 
adjoining blocks as a precaution­ 
ary measure. 
Only two buildings were 
left 
.standing in the block. It was Shen­ 
andoah’s worst fire since 1883 when 
even blocks vwre razed by fire.

Nation Plunged 
Into New 
Political Crisis 


Premier Loses Vote 
Of Confidence on 
Africa Policy, 319-273 


PARIS (TP*— The National A s­ 
sembly 
voted 
Premier 
P ierre 
Mendes-France out of office today, 
plunging France into political c ri­ 
sis that threatened Western E u ro ­ 
pean unity and brought dismay to 
France s allies. 
Mendes-France lost a vote of co n ­ 
fidence on his North African poli­ 
cies by a margin of 319 to 273, 
but the issues were deeper than 
that 
The vote showed a F rance 
split and torn by indecision on 
many matters and observers said 
the country had once again 
b e ­ 
come the “sick man of Europe.” 
It left France with an uncertain 
foreign policy at a time of crisis 
and cast uncertainly on France s 
future role in the western grand 
alliance. 
\fendes-France, 
redfaced 
with 
anger when his political enem ies 
booed 
and jeered so loudly 
he 
could not address the boisterous 
session, gave 
his resignation 
to 
President Rene Cote ending 7 1-2 
months as France s leader. 
The sharpest reaction came from 
Bonn where YV’est German officials 
were shocked and dismayed, c e r­ 
tain now of new difficulties th e m ­ 
selves in ratifying the treaties th a t 
would free Germany and rearm it 
on the side of the West. 
Rearmament Imperiled 
In YVashington and in London 
high-ranking officials began w o rry ­ 
ing about the future of G erm an 
rearm am ent and 
expressed hope 
the new premier, 
France’s 
21st 
since the war. would not try' to 
hold up ratification of the P aris 
accords. 
Mendes-France fell on a vote of 
confidence concerning his 
N orth 
African policies, but the u n p rece­ 
dented venom displayed in the as­ 
sembly this morning underscored 
the hatred his enemies had felt 
for him for other reasons. 
Some of his own radical Socialist 
Party members turned against him 
in the crucial vote. 
Before he was hooted out of the 
assembly 
Mendes-France 
w arned 
the legislators that the “nation has 
acquired a taste for truth." 
In imperiling the Western E u ro ­ 
pean Union the assembly also stall­ 
ed if not repudiated entirely his 
reform policy in North Africa N ew 
explosions of Nationalist violence 
were feared along the rim of th e 
Mediterranean.

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U. S. Military Advisers 
Return to Tachens; Believe 
Evacuation is Imminent 
announcement “ before too many 
hours” of a plan to evacuate the 
islands 200 miles north of Formosa 
with help of tile U. S 7th Fleet. 
Nationalists Bomb Guns, Ships 
Nationalist bombers, in pre dawn 
raids, pounded Communist gun po­ 
sitions and ships in the Taction 
area and to the north in hopes of 
preventing Communist interference 
with an evacuation.

He said 
they were honestly trying to give 
the right picture but added “ of 
course all contained some element

Asked about 
concentrations of 
Communist ships in tile area Chase 
said “ sighting from the islands” 
has been generally normal. Every­ 
body takes it for granted they have 
ships and the capability of attack. 
He refused to comment on whe­ 
ther he thought the Tachens were 
defensible. He also refused to say 
whether Nationalist troops were be­ 
ing trained to be used in coordina­ 
tion with atomic weapon attacks.- 
Chase d i s c l o s e d there were 
“ about” 1.000 men in his military 
advisory group and said m ost'o f 
them work at the com m and level 
as staff officers.

Adams, whose face becam e fa­ 
miliar to millions in last y ear’s 
televised Arm y McCarthy hearings 
disclosed late Friday that he had 
resigned effective March 31. 
Adams made no mention of the 
Senate inquiry in his formal resig­ 
nation letter to Stevens. 
But he 
told reporters later it was a 
pain 
ful experience for everybody” and 
he was “proud of the Arm y's part 
in the hearings." 
Stevens, in making public his ac­ 
ceptance letter thanking Adam s for 
“loyal and steadfast support.” ob­ 
viously anticipated reporter*’ ques­ 
tions about bis own plans. 
Spokes­ 
men were ready with a statem ent 
that ho does not plan to resign 
At the \\ hite House reporters were 
referred to earlier Stevens state­ 
ments on the same line. 
McCarthy, whose chief aides in 
the battle with the Army have re­ 
signed, 
immediately 
com mented 
that

few 
more 
resignations 
should be tendered and accepted.” 
He did not specify

TOKYO I?)—American F86 Sabre 
jets shot down 
two Soviet-built 
MIG 15s off the West Coast of Ko­ 
rea today. 
The U. S. Air Force said the 
Communist planes jumped a U. 
S. Air Force jet reconnaissance 
bom ber and a group of Sabre jets 
flying 
cover 
and 
the 
American 
returned the fire and shot down 
the Red planes. 
The Air Force said the action 
occurred over international waters 
west of Korea but did not disclose 
imm ediately w hether the MIGS be­ 
longed to the Soviet or the Chinese 
Communist air force. 
The fight took place when four 
Russian-built jets swooped down 
on an RB45 m aking a reconnais­ 
sance mission 
over the Yellow 
Sea and four other MIGS attacked 
American 
escorting jet fighters 
that were flying top cover. 
Six Planes Flee to Safety 
In the dog fight that followed 
two of the Communist planes were 
shot down 
and the 
other 
six 
streaked back to the safety of the 
Communist mainland. 
The Sabre jets were from the 
4th Fighter - Interceptor Wing and 
were part of the American Air 
Force units recently re-deployed 
from Japan to tem porary duty in 
Korea because of the crisis over 
Formosa. 
American planes were ordered 
to shoot back after a long series 
of Soviet attacks on American re­ 
connaissance planes in both Eu­ 
rope and Asia. 
It was the second time since the 
Korean armistice that an RB45, 
a tw in-jet 550-mile an hour bomber 
called the Tornado, has been at­ 
tacked by MIGS in the Yellow’ Sea 
off the west coast of Korea.

An Air Force spokesman said 
no further details of the incident 
would be released here tonight. In 
past incidents, the shooting down 
of a B29 off Ja p an and a Navy 
P2Yf Neptune off Siberia, reports 
issued in YVashington and the Far 
East had some discrepancies in 
details.

Norton was born in Granville, 
New- York.

Accumulations of dead and dying elm trees, killed by either Dutch 
elm disease or phloem necrosis, provide breeding places for elm 
bark beetles which carry the Dutch elm disease fungus from dis­ 
eased to healthy trees. Control measures include the cutting down 
and burning of diseased tree# and the spraying of logs with DDT 
in oil before burning. Spraying live trees with DDT in late March 
or early April and again by late July or early August is recom­ 
mended. Feeding trees in fail or early spring is designed to keep 
them healthy and less susceptible to the elm baric beetle. The State 
Natural History Survey at Urbana will give more detailed advice to

ACP Sign-Up 
Will End Feb. 18 
The 1955 ACP sign-up is now in 
full swing according to Paul B 
Whitlock, chairman of the local 
ASC committee. 
“We have ap­ 
proximately 200 signed farm plans 
requesting federal cost share on 
1955 practices,” he stated. 
Mr. Whitlock says that to be 
eligible for cost share in the soil 
building practices the farm er must 
not harvest in excess of his wheat 
and corn allotments. 
The follow­ 
ing practices are listed for 1955: i 
Sod waterways, standard terraces. 
; diversion terraces, toe wall, flumes 
and chutes, ponds, land leveling, 
contouring, removing shrubs, pas­ 
ture 
establishment, 
seeding 
le­ 
gumes, green manure crops, lime- 
! stone, drainage ditches, tile out- i 
lets, rock phosphate and tree plant­ 
ing. 
The above practices may be used 
on almost all of the farms in Saline 
county, continued Mr. Whitlock. 
The sign-up ends Feb. 18 so don’t 
let this date pass without signing 
a farm plan for 1955 for soil build­ 
ing practices. 
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Farmers are streamlining their 
production methods to combat high 
costs and labor scarcity, according 
to a review of agricultural infor­ 
mation. 
The trend tow ards increased 
efficiency is affecting methods used 
in all types of farming, but per­ 
haps is most strikingly illustrated 
by the m anner in which dairy 
farmers can make more money by 
planning operations so that they 
cut down on wrork in providing the 
cow with room arid board. 
This is being accomplished in 
both the traditional stall barn and 
the relatively- new-er loose-housing 
systems. Full data for such labor­ 
saving arrangem ents has been 
compiled and published by the 
A gricultural Extension Depart­ 
ment of the Great Lakes Steel Cor­ 
poration’s Stran-Steel Division, 
Detroit, Mich. The new handbooks 
are available to qualified farmers 
through Quonset dealers.

For example: careful arrange­ 
ments of stall rows, calf pens, feed 
alleys and storage space reduce 
time and labor of bani cleaning, 
handling bedding and feed, and 
the amount of walking required 
for milking opez*ation. Advocates 
of the loose-housing system, in 
which cows roam in barn and yard 
at will and come into a “parlor” 
for milking, contend still greater 
efficiency is obtained through 
carefully planned arrangements. 
They point out that with good 
loose-housing arrangem ent and 
management, one man can milk up 
to SO cows per hour. Hay self­ 
feeding permits the cows to eat 
“cafeteria” style in the building 
where hay has been dried and 
stored, and takes but a few' min­ 
utes work per week for the entire 
herd. Manure removal, instead of 
a daily chore, becomes a once or 
twrice-a-year tractor operation. 
The modern dairy barn thus be­ 
comes a working tool to save time 
and labor in producing top-quality 
milk that brings premium prices.

Accumulations of dead and dying elm trees, killed by either Dutch 
elm disease or phloem necrosis, provide breeding places for elm 
bark beetles which carry the Dutch elm disease fungus from dis­ 
eased to healthy trees. Control measures include the cutting down 
and burning of diseased trees and the spraying of logs with DDT 
in oil before burning. Spraying live trees with DDT in late March 
or early April and again by Ute July or early August is recom­ 
mended. Feeding trees in fall or early spring is designed to keep 
them healthy and less susceptible to the elm baric beetle. The State 
Natural History Survey at Urbana will give more detailed advice to 
cities and individuals. •

Mr. Whitlock says that to be 
eligible for cost share in the soil 
building practices the farm er must 
not harvest in excess of his wheat 
and corn allotments. 
The follow­ 
ing practices are listed for 1955: 
Sod waterways, standard terraces, 
diversion terraces, toe wall, flumes 
and chutes, ponds, land leveling, 
contouring, removing shrubs, pas­ 
ture 
establishment, 
seeding 
le­ 
gumes, green manure crops, lime­ 
stone, drainage ditches, tile out­ 
lets, rock phosphate and tree plant­ 
ing. 
The above practices may be used 
on almost all of the farms in Saline 
county, continued Mr. Whitlock. 
The sign-up ends Feb. 18 so don’t 
let this date pass without signing 
a farm plan for 1955 for soil build­ 
ing practices.

Farm ers are streamlining their 
production methods to combat high 
costs and labor scarcity, according 
to a review of agricultural infor­ 
mation. 
The trend tow ards increased 
efficiency is affecting methods used 
in all types of farming, but per­ 
haps is most strikingly illustrated 
by the m anner in which dairy 
farm ers can make more money by 
planning operations so that they 
cut down on work in providing the 
cow with loom and board. 
This is being accomplished in 
both the traditional stall barn and 
the relatively newer loose-housing 
systems. Full data for such labor­ 
saving arrangem ents has been 
compiled and published by the 
A gricultural Extension D epart­ 
ment of the Great Lakes Steel Cor-

oration’s Stran-Steel Division, 
etroit, Mich. The new handbooks 
are available to qualified farmers 
through Quonset dealers.

For example: careful arrange­ 
ments of stall rows, calf pens, feed 
alleys and storage space reduce 
time and labor of barn cleaning, 
handling bedding and feed, and 
the amount of walking required 
for milking operation. Advocates 
of the loose-housing system, in 
which cows roam in barn and yard 
at will and come into a “parlor” 
for milking, contend still greater 
efficiency is obtained through 
carefully planned arrangements. 
They point out that with good 
loose-housing arrangem ent and 
management, one man can milk up 
to 30 cows per hour. Hay self­ 
feeding permits the cows to eat 
“cafeteria” style in the building 
w’here hay has been dried and 
stored, and takes but a few’ min­ 
utes work per week for the entire 
herd. Manure removal, instead of 
a daily chore, becomes a once or 
twice-a-year tractor operation. 
The modern dairy barn thus be­ 
comes a working tool to save time 
and labor in producing top-quality 
milk that brings premium prices.
